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LOTTERY GAMBLING. 


Extent of the Business in New 
York. 


A New York correspondent writes an 
interesting account of the lottery Kam- 
bling business in New York City, from 
which we take the following: 

The regular authorized American lotter- 
ies are the Kentacky and the Missouri. The 
Kentucky is drawn at Covington, and the 
Missouri at Lexington. The drawings are 
made in public. — after the 
numbers are taken from the wheel, the tel- 
various lottery offices, those forthe Kast 
coming to the general headquarters in this 
city, Where thev are forwarded to every 
lottery dealer in New England and the 
Middle States. 

The lottery schemes are what are known 
as the tenary combination of seventv-eiglit 
numbers, being one to seventy-eight. in- 
clustve; or. in other words, three num- 
ber“ schemes. The numbers vary with the 
day. To day seventy-elght numbers may 
be placed in the wheel and fourteen drawn 
out. Any ticket having on it three of the 
drawn numbers takes a prize, ranging from 
$50.000 to $300, as the scheme may indicate 
for the day. Tickets with two of the 
drawn numbers on them pay an advance 
of about 100 per cent. of their cost. Tick 
ets with only one of the drawn number 
on them get first cost. On another day 
only seventy-five numbers will be put in 
the wheel, and only twelve or thirteen 
drawn out. And so it goes. 

The owners and managers of these con- 
cerns are prominent sporting men and 
‘gamblers of New York and elsewhere. 
| Considerable capital is invested. It is said 
that it takes nearly 82 000.000 to work thir 
business, and that the profits average 85 
000,000 or more a year. The ticket sellers 
get a commission of twelve per cent. on 
all sales. The tickets are issued to them
